New York, October 30.—Vice President 
Hobart, who has. been ill for weeks at 
his home in Paterson, N. J., suffered a 
relapse this morning. He had a succes- 
sion of choking spells, resulting from an 
imperfect action of the heart, an old af- 
fliction complicated with inflammation of 
the stomach. Mr. Hobart has not been 
able to attend to his private affairs for 
the past two or three days, and an inti- 
mate friend has been given power of at- 
torney to sign checks and attend to other 
matters of that character. 

One of the physicians in attendance 
said at 6 o’clock tonight that while the 
condition of Mr. Hobart was serious, he 
was better than at any time within the 
last twenty-four hours. 


NO CALLERS ARE ADMITTED. 


Sinking Spell Came Sunday Night, 
but Improvement Followed. 


Paterson. N. J., October 30.—Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart has been ill ever since the 
close of the last congress. Dr, W. E. 
Newton says that between 11 o'clock 
last night and 2 o’clock this morning 
Mr. Hobart’s condition was more criti- 
eal than it had been at any time during 
the eignt months he has been ill. After 
the passing of the critical period at: 2 
o'clock this morning he rested easy un- 
til daylight, when he began. to gain 
strength. He was in good spirits and 
improved some during the day. He was 
able to talk with Mrs. Hobart and his 
son, Garrett.

the regular weekly holiday. In defer- 
ence to custom, both socteties adjourned 
just after coming together this morning, 
and their members, in company with a 
brilliant assemblage, attended the anni- 
versary exercises in the auditorium of 
Few Society. 

For several fears after it was founied 
there was only one literary society at Em- 
ory. The increasing number of students, 
however, soon made it evident that the 
establishment of another society would 
do much for the promotion of the foren- 
sic art here. Accordingly, several mem- 
bers of Phi Gamma severed their con- 
nection with that society and formed 
themselves into an association which, ‘‘in 
deference to the illustrious name and 
eminent virtues of the first president of 
Emory,” was called the Few Society. 

The first meeting was on August 10, 
1839. and since that time this society has 
been one of the most potent features of 
the insfftution, assisting in the mental 
development of the young men entrusted 
to her care, and stimulating in their 
minds the desire for perfection in oratory 
and power in debate. Only once during 
her existence has the work of the so- 
ciety been suspended. This was during 
the civil war. Then the hall no longer 
resounded with the voice of youth in 
hot debate, but was converted into a 
hospital, where our wounded soldiers 
were cared for; thus in a different way 
ecntinuing her mission of usefulness. 
The hall now occupied by Few Society 
is one of the oldest buildings on the 
campus, and it is due to the energy of 
some of her earliest members. For the 
first few years after its organization the 
meetings of the society were held in the 
old day chapel. Her members, recogniz- 
ing that the usefulness of the organiza- 
tion could be materially advanced by 
the possession of a home of her own, 
by their zeal and devotion soon succeeded 
in the erection of the hall which today 
stands as a monument of their student 
love. 

The aim of the society as set forth ‘n 
its constitution is ‘‘the promotion of vir- 
tue and patriotism, the cultivation of the 
fcrensic powers, and for the sake of 
general improvement in science and lit- 
erature.”’ That this aim has, to a large 
extent, been realized is attested by the 
hundreds of sons that have gone forth 
from Few to toil for distinction on life's 
stormy sea. Her roll of membership 
shows over 1,600 names, and of this num- 
ber many have gone forth from college 
halls to be an honor to Emory and to 
Few. Two have served as college presi- 
dents, two are at present in the faculty, 
and others are distinguished statesmen, 
lawyers, teachers and preachers, while 
many are pursuing the common duties of 
a less distinguished, though not less no- 
ble, life. At the weekly meetings three 
hours are consumed in debate, thus not 
only improving the forensic powers of 
the members, but serving to familiarize 
them with the great questions of the 
day. Their training is shown by those 
who are chosen by the society to rep- 
resent her on the various fnter-soclety 
debates, and right nobly have Few’s sons 
Striven in these contests to uphold her 
glorious banner. The society also owns 
a magnificent library of over 3,000 voi- 
“mes and the best of current literature, 
including the magazines, can always be 
‘ound at the disposal of her members. 

Such a celebration as that today has 
Seldom been seen here. In point of excel- 
lence none can compare with it. The 
Programme was unusually fine, and a 
brilliant assemblage gathered to see its 
renditicn. The welcome address by Mr. 
L. W. Foreman, of Washington, Ga., was 
&@ gem of excellence, while Mr. Barrow 
respondent from Phi Gamma, made a 
freat effort on ‘‘Georgia in History,” re- 
ceiving frequent cheers. The poem of 
Mr. Robert M. Clark, of Atlanta, was 
received with several rounds of applause. 

The anniversary address, delivered by 
Mr. James G. Beddingfield, of Covington, 
Was very strong. He spoke on “Genius,”’ 
and captivated the audience with his elo- 
quence. 

The speech of the occasion, however, 
was the alumni address by Colonel W. L. 
Wright, of McRae, Ga. Colone] Wright 
graduated in 1891, and during his college 
Course was one of the leaders of oratory 
and debate in his chesen society, and 
then, as now, he charmed the senses of 
his audience with nis masterly thought 
and elegant style.

Mr. President, Gentlemen of Few Society, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: Young gentlemen, I 
feel deeply grateful to you for the honor con- 
ferred on me by your invitation to address you 
on this auspicious occasion. 

When I received your invitation to address 
you on this occasion, as I thought of the pleas- 
ant associations of my college life, it occurred 
to me that an address on the subject ‘‘The 


| Law of Association Considered as an Educative, 


Moral and Social Principle’ would not be in- 
appropriate. 

The law of association has a deep and im- 
value in the development of mental, 
moral and social life. Its importance as an 
educative principle is due largely to its sub- 
jective effects on @ie intellect. The faculties 
of the intellect find the power of growth, of 
increased strength and cf a proper confor- 
mation in this universal law of association. 
From the study of mental philosophy and psy- 
chology, 1t becomes a fact plain and unmistak- 
able that association strengthens memory, in- 
tensifies thought, facilitates the power of anal- 
ysis, endows the intellect with the power cf 
classification, and imparts tone and character 
to the intellectual activities. In the proper 
training of the intellect these results become 
absolutely necessary, and until they are at- 
tained the mind Is not equipped to meet and 
the great and itntricaic 
problems of modern life. While the intellect, 
from its nature, cannot and should not be 
treated as an automaton or machine, yet when 
trained and disciplined in accordance with this 
great law its activities are not unlike those 
of a well-adjusted machine, where order and 
rarmony, precision and system prevail in every 
part. No faculty has been improved to the

The law of association plays an important 
part in the development of moral ideas and 
distinctions. The sense of right and wrong 
is an inherent principle of the human mini. 
All human motives and acts are classified as 
good or bad, fitting or unfitting. There is no 
such thing as ftndifferent acts or motives. 
The moral or spiritual man is developed ac- 
cording to these moral distinctions between 
right and wrong, fitness and unfitness. I do 
not contend that all standards of right and 
wrong are correct. On the other hand, all 
strictly human standards have been found 
imperfect. But the proposition is, that all 
character, both individual and national, is 
founded on these ideas of right and wrong, 
fitness and unfitness. There was a time in 
the history of man when physical strength 
was considered the greatest good, and that 
which tended to the development of physical 
manhood the highest law. In this enlightened 
age and before this cultured audience, it is 
unnecessary to prove that this is a false stand- 


ard of moral excellence, and that neither in- |

St. Louis, Mo., October 30.—Robert B. 


_ Jennings, secretary and treasurer of the 


Broadway Cable Line, was robbed of 
$1,043 in cash and $48,750 in checks while 
standing on the rear platform of a Broad- 
way car at Broadway and Washington 
avenue at noon today. The police at- 
tempted to suppress the facts and as a 
consequence the news was not generally 
known untjl three or four hours later in 
the day. 

The robbery, committed in broad day- 
light, in one of the busiest corners of St. 
Louis, is regarded as one of the most 
daring crimes in the history of local po- 
lice annals. 

Mr. Jennings had just drawn the money 
from the bank, intending to take it to the 
railroad company’s offices on North 
Broadway to pay off the men. The rob- 
bers evidently knew this, for as Mr. Jen- 
nings was getting on the car two men 
approached, and one of them jostled him. 
This was done to attract his attention

MUSKRATS ATTACK 
MAN AND HIS DOG 


Chicagoan Roaches His Home Bleeding 
from: a Scere ef Wounds, 


GORDON SETTER WAS KILLED 


Gunning for Reedbirds, Hunter Runs 
Into Camp of Rodents. 


HIS CANINE COMPANION IS ASSAULTED 


Appearance of Two Men with Clubs 
Saves the Life of a Windy 
City Official. 


Chicago, October %.—Bleeding from a 
score of wounds, J. J. Geraghty, a po- 
lice operator in south Chicago, today 
reached his home and told a strange 
story of an attack on himself and dog 
by a horde of muskrats in the swamp 
along the Calumet river. 

Geraghty entered the swamp this morn- 
ing early to hunt for reed birds. His dog, 
a magnificent Gordon setter, accompanied 
him. Shortly afternoon he started home- 
ward. Suddenly the furious barking of the 
dog startled him and he ran forward to 
find the animal literally covered with 
muskrats who were fighting desperately, 
biting and squealing like mad.

Atlanta is soon to have a new enter- 
prise in the shape of a large soap factory, 
which will be established here by Andrew 
DeLisser, of Kingston, Jamaica. 

Negotiations which have been under 
way for some time were completed yes- 
terday, and the factory will be started at 


cnce. 
000 to begin with, and additions are con- 


templated which will require the expendi- | 


ture of a still larger sum in the near 


future. 
Mr. DeLisser is in the city, 


terday, said that he had selected Atlanta 
because of its nearness to the raw ma- 
terials of which the soap is made, and 
its superior railroad facilities. Cotton 
seed oil, rosin and tallow are three of 
the principal ingredients which will be 
used. The ecctton seed oil and rosin are 
easily attainable here, and a survey of 
the field has shown Mr. DeLisser that 
Atlanta can furnish him 2,000 pounds of 
tallow per day from its slaughter houses 
and beef markets. 

The soap he will manufacture will be a 
superior grade of laundry soap. It is 
made by a secret process protected by 
patent rights. 

Mr. DeLisser has a large factory at 
Kingston, and the two will be run con- 
jointly by the same management. He 
reasons that his location here will give 
him an advantage in the purchase of raw 
materials for use in the factory in 
Jamaica. The chemicals to be used in 
the manufacture of the product will be 
supplied by Philadelphia, and he has al- 
ready made inquiries, and finds that rail-

late another by a similar operation, Man- 
son and Lavern doubted this, and beliey 
ed that man takes the organism in ques 
tion into his system either by drinking 
water in which mosquitoes have laid their 
eggs, thus infecting the fluid,or by breath. 
ing air in which are particles of dust 
from the beds of dried up ponds contami. 
nated by mosquitoes, Grassi, Ross and 
others, however, have imparted malaria 
to persons by letting infected mosquitoes 
bite them; so that it is probable that 
more than one means exists for the trans- 
portation of the parasite from insect toe 
man.

It is desirable that these investigations 
of foreign bacteriologists be followed up 
in America with a careful definition o 
the pernicious species of mosquito, a 
study of their habits, aml experiments in 
ways to exterminate them. Suggestions 
have already been offered on this sub- 
ject by’ the entomological experts of the 
agricultural department at Washington. 
But the matter needs to be carried fur- 
ther. The local health boards of a thou- 
sand communities in this country should 
be told just how to identify the malaria 
bearing mosquito, how to differentiate his 
breeding place from other wet spots, ana 
how to wage a successful and economieal 
campaign against the offender. 

Then, too, the question will arise in 
many minds ag to the completeness with 
which malaria will be abolished if the 
mosquito is effectually suppressed. Hach 
in itself is a serious nuisance. And if a 
reasonable hope may be entertained that 
a community can get rid of both at one

Lack of Interest Almost Throughout 
the Session. 


CLOSED ABOUT UNCHANGED 


Corn Active, but Bather Heavy—The 
Shipping Demand Good for Oats. 
Provisions Higher. 


Chicago, October 3).—Wheat closed practl- 
cally unchanged today after a session remark- 
able chiefly for its dullness. Corn suffered from 
liquidation, and closed q@ith a loss of ‘%e. 
Oats were steadied on buying of shippers and 
closed unchanged.

Wheat opened in a tame and spiritless man- 
ner and throughout the session almost an entire 
lack of interest was evident.

MRS. PLATT IS VICE 
PRESIDENT OF FEDERATION 


Special Meeting of the Club Was 
Called in Honor of Her Pres- 
ence in the City—Other 
News of Interest 
to Women. 


The Atlanta Woman's Club was ad- 
dressed yesterday by two distinguished 
women—Mrs. W. B. Lowe, president of 


the General Federation of Clubs, and Mrs. 

Sara B. Platt, vice president of the Gen- 
eral Federation, and for five years prest- 

dent of the woman's club of Denver, Col., 

one including a membership of 1,000. 

The meeting was a special one called in 
honor of Mrs. Platt’s presence in the city, 
as the guest f Mrs. Lowe, and was 
largely attended and distinetly notable 
for the bright speeches made by the two 
women leaders of national reputation. 

In the absence of Mrs. Burton Smith, 
president of the Atlanta Woman’s Club, 
Mrs. James Jackson, vice president, pre- 
sided, She expressed the sentiment of the 
entire audience in her gracious words 
welcoming Mrs. Platt, and introducing 
her to the club. She referred to the fact 
\that Mrs. Platt was not only a distin- 
guished woman in her relation to the 
club movement, and various philanthropic 
works, but that she was a citizen of the 
United States privileged by the broad and 
juet laws of Colorado to vote. 

Mrs. Platt acknowledged the cordial 
introduction with.a few graceful remarks, 
referred humorously to her privileges as 
a voter and then won the hearts of her 
hearers by her praise of the southern wo- 
men, their work and their progress as 

¢ typical in the woman they gave to the 

General Federation for its president. 

Mrs. Platt referred to the union that 
hds already been brought about by the 
southern women and the western women 
in the election of Mrs. Lowe as president 
and the selection of a vice president 
from the west, and suggested in her re- 
marks that through this co-operative 
epirit making common the interests of wo- 
men fram all parts or the country, a 
great influence was brought about that 
would entirely do away with any section- 
al prejudices, thereby making stronger 
and more complete all great movements 
inaugurated or established by America’s 
representative women.

The club women of Denver rentéd a 
site of ground in close enough proximity 
to the city to warrant its being conven- 
lent as a vegetable garden. This they 
divided into plots of one-half acre each, 
and divided it among those men and wo- 
men out of work and most in need of it. 

Last year seventy-five heads of fami- 
lies worked upon these plots and the 
club women were gratified to see that in 
the Pingree garden the crops were suc- 
cessful and that hundreds of women and 
children who might otherwise have been 
impoverished were benefiting by them. 

She referred to the custom the club 
women had adopted of visiting the wo- 
men of the Pingree gardens, and en- 
couraging them in their industrious pur- 
suits and their proper care of home, 
and how once a year the women of the 
Pingree settlement were invited up to the 
club rooms and there made happy by 
the bright, cheery, encouraging words 
said to them.
